Treatment of 
Cotton Insects 
Discussed Here 


Applying insecticides for control, 


of cotton insects should be under 
taken only where it is known that 
an active infestation occurs was 
the advice of Dr. Charles G. Lin-1 
coin, extension entomologist, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas, to Hempstead 
county cotton producers 
at 
the 


court house in Hope yesterday aft- 
ernoon. The county cotton 
insect 


control recommendations meeting 
was directed by Hempstead county 
Agent Oliver L. Adams. 


Knowing the degree of 
active 


cotton insect infestation can 
only 


be determined in a given cotton 
field by the taking and evaluating 
of infestation records as has been 
and will be demonstrated to cotton 
producers in the field 
by 
the 


county agent said Dr. 
Lincoln. 


He continued by saying this de- 
termining the degree of 
active 


infestation was the most important 
step in cotton insect control. 


The 
insecticides recommended 


for boll weevil control 
according 


to the University of 
Arkansas 


entomologist will be a choice of 
calcium arscnatc, the 3-5-40 
mix- 


ture, or 20 per cent toaxaphene. 
The organic insecticides should be 
applied at the rate of 10 pounds or 
more per acre. Where calcium ar- 
senate is used 2 per cent nicotine 
should be included in alternate ap- 
plication s to prevent aphid build- 
up, or, it should be alternated 
with 3-5-40 in every second or 
third application. 


For bollworm control Dr. Lincoln 


recommended a 10 per cent DDT 
dust to be applied when eggs or 
4 or 5 worms are found in 
100 


cotton plant terminals. Sulphur in- 
cluded in mixtures of the organic 
insecticides tends to repress 
out- 


breaks of red spider. Sulphur is al- 
so recommended for 
control 
of 


leaf hopper. Calcium arscnate is 
still first choice for the control of 
cotton leafworm. 


Trash counts conducted by 
the 


federal experiment station at Tal- 
lulah, Louisiana, in late November 
1949 gave 3232 mature weevils per 
acre. This number of hibernating 
weevils was the highest on rec- 
ord except ih 1945,-but the very 
cold weather that followed got the 
1945 weevils. To date our weath- 
er on the 1949 hibernating weevils 
has been very mild as the tem- 
perature has been below 32 
de- 


grees only 28 times and general- 
ly for a very short while. The 
number of hibernating weevils is 
only a guide as the determining 
factor on weevil severity is the 
number of days that 
we 
have 


rainfall between June 21 and Au- 
gust 15. Another consideration is 
uniformity of cotton planting 
as 


was the case in 1948 when our 
cotton went in early and 
was 


made before the 
severe 
weevil 


population built up.

on it of one kind or another, mak- 
ing it just that much more expen- 
sive, ever since 1886. 


The taxes piled up. Here arc the 


federal taxes: 
on manufacturers, 


$480; on wholesale -leavers in yel- 
low margarine, $480; or. wholesale 
dealers handling white oleomarga- 
rine only, $200; on retail sellers of 
the yellow product, $48: on retail 
sellers of white margarine $6. 


Under the new law, all federal 


taxes on it are wiped out. But keep 
this in mind about the new law: 


It will not interfere in any way 


with taxes or restrictions .placed 
on oleomargarine by iny state gov- 
ernment. So any state government 
is free to do as it pleases about 
oleomargarine.
